Details  of  Public  Health  Services  in  the  District. 

t 

The  Medical  Officer  spends  his  whole  time  in  Public 
Health  work,  being  Medical  Officer  for  the  neighbouring 
Rural  Districts  of  Mere  and  Tisbury.  and  Wilton 
Borough.  His  qualifications  are  Bachelor  of  Science 
(Honours  Degree)  St.  Andrews  ;  Bachelor  of  Medicine 
and  Surgery  ;  Diploma  of  Public  Health  of  the  Royal 
College  of  Physicians  and  Surgeons,  England  ,  Certificates 
of  Tropical  Medicine  and  of  T ropical  Hygiene,  London,  etc , 

There  is  a  fully  qualified  Chief  Sanitary  Inspector.  He 
is  a  Member  of  the  Institute  of  Municipal  and  County 
Engineers,  and  holds  the  Certificate  of  the  Royal  Sanitary 
Institute  (Sanitary  Inspector),  the  Meat  Inspector’s 
Certificate,  Certificate  of  the  Manchester  College  of  Tech¬ 
nology,  Advanced  Sanitary  Science  and  the  Certificate 
of  the  Lancashire  and  Cheshire  Union  of  Institutes. 

Mr.  Saunders,  the  Additional  Sanitary  Inspector, 
resigned  his  appointment  in  November  upon  obtaining 
the  appointment  as  Chief  Sanitary  Inspector  to  Ludlow 
R  D.C.  Mr.  J.  A.  Burley  of  Bridgewater  R.D.C,  has 
been  appointed  in  his  place  and  took  up  his  duties  on 
ist  March,  1944. 

The  other  Assistant  is  a  Sergeant  in  the  Sanitary 
Section  of  the  R.A.M.C.,  and  the  Pupil  Assistant  is  now 
a  Fl/Lt.  R.A.F.,  on  active  service  in  the  Mediterranean. 

There  is  a  Chief  Female  Clerk  and  Shorthand-Typist 
in  the  Sanitary  Inspector’s  Office  The  duties  of  Local 
Fuel  Overseer  are  carried  out  by  the  Chief  Sanitary 
Inspector,  with  the  Chief  Clerk  as  Deputy  Fuel  Overseer 

Piped  Water  Supplies. 

The  remarks  of  1942  as  to  Pitton.  Farley  and 
Whiteparish  water  supplies  are  again  applicable.  The 
Parishes  of  Quidhampton,  Stratford-sub-Castle,  and  parts 
of  Laverstock  and  Netherhampton,  have  a  bulk  supply 
from  Salisbury;  Dinton  from  Mr.  D.  Combes’  supply, 
West  Dean  from  Norman  Court  Estate  supply  ;  and 
Alderbury  from  the  Earl  of  Radnor’s  supply. 
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The  Council’s  Consulting  Engineers,  i.e.  Messrs. 
Lemon  &  Blizard  of  London  and  Southampton,  have 
been  instructed  to  consider  and  report  on  the  question  of 
a  comprehensive  scheme  for  the  major  portion  of  the 
remaining  parishes  without  a  piped  water  supply,  the 
Council  being  fully  alive  to  this  very  essential  post-war 
work.

Quarterly  samples  are  taken  of  the  Council’s  own  four 
parish  supplies  and  the  whole  of  these  during  1943  were 
consistently  good 

The  remaining  samples  were  chiefly  for  temporary 
occupation  certificates  for  the  housing  of  peoples  from 
bombed  areas.  A  satisfactory  analyst’s  report  is  also 
insisted  upon  for  any  reconstructed  dwellings. 

House  Refuse  and  Salvage  Collection. 

This  work  like  all  other  has  not  been  without  its 
difficulties  as  the  Council’s  Contractor  is  still  retained  by 
the  Army  Authorities  but  whilst  from  time  to  time  we 
have  had  minor  complaints,  it  can  be  safely  said  that  on 
the  whole  the  collection  of  house  refuse  and  salvage  has 
been  efficiently  maintained.  In  addition  to  shortage  of 
labour  there  is  also  the  economy  in  the  use  of  petrol  to  be 
strictly  adhered  to.  The  remarks  in  the  1942  report  as 
to  Salvage  Stewards  and  collection  are  again  applicable 
to  the  1943  report. 

From  the  perusal  of  the  totals  given  on  the  next  page, 
when  it  is  remembered  that  there  is  only  one  vehicle  and 
two  men  to  do  the  whole  of  the  refuse  collection  for  the 
Council’s  area,  it  will  be  realised  that  it  is  not  alwavs 
easy  to  keep  refuse  collection  and  salvage  running 
smoothly.

Meat  and  other  Food  Inspections. 

From  the  figures  given  it  will  be  seen  that  in  addition 
to  meat  inspected  at  the  Government  Slaughterhouse  and 
at  the  Government  Bacon  Factory,  Downton,  there  is 
also  a  small  amount  of  tinned  foods  from  the  various 
buffer  dumps  in  our  district.  The  amounts  that  have 
had  to  be  condemned  in  its  entirety  is  very  small  in 
comparison  with  what  is  being  stored. 

The  total  amount  of  meat  condemned  compares  very 
favourably  with  the  amounts  of  the  last  three  years.

Dairies  and  Cowsheds. 

There  are  27  T.T.  Herds,  an  increase  of  12  over  1942, 
and  61  Accredited  Herds,  a  decrease  of  9,  but  all  of  these 
have  been  transferred  to  the  T  T.  Division. 

Quarterly  samples  are  taken  under  the  Accredited 
Scheme  on  behalf  of  the  Wilts  County  Council  ;  advisory 
visits  are  also  made  and  in  spite  of  the  shortage  of  labour 
and  material,  the  standard  of  Cowsheds  and  Dairies  is 
definitely  on  the  up-grade.

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Housing. 

There  have  been  no  new  buildings  due  to  private 
enterprise  in  1943. 

There  are  however,  in  six  Parishes  selected  by  the  War 
Agricultural  Committee,  12  cottages  in  course  of  erection. 

There  have  been  completed  two  cottages  at  Nether- 
hampton,  and  three  at  Stratford  Tony — reconstructions 
under  the  Rural  Workers’  Act.  A  further  two  are  in 
process  of  reconstruction  at  Bowerchalke,  and  one  house 
has  been  reconstructed  at  Stratford  Tony  without  a  grant 
under  the  Rural  Workers’  Act. 

Temporary  Permits  due  to  blitz  conditions. 

During  the  past  year  21  permits  were  renewed,  9  new 
permits  were  issued  and  6  permits  were  cancelled,  leaving 
a  total  of  30  permits  for  people  in  temporary  occupation. 

Before  any  permit  is  issued  a  satisfactory  analyst’s 
report  on  the  water  supply  is  insisted  upon  and  in  cases 
where  adverse  reports  have  been  received,  advice  on  the 
necessary  remedial  works  is  given. 

The  conduct  of  the  persons  holding  temporary  permits 
has  been  satisfactory  on  the  whole,  during  the  past  year. 

1 Complaints . 

During  the  past  year  some  66  complaints  were  received, 
44  of  which  were  written  and  the  remainder  verbal. 

Out  of  this  total,  upon  investigation  8  were  found  to 
be  without  any  justification  in  fact,  and  of  the  remainder 
informal  notices  were  sufficient  to  get  the  complaints 
rectified. 
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Infectious  Diseases. 

The  Salisbury  Isolation  Hospital  is  the  centre  for  this 
District.  During  this  year  there  have  been  the  usual 
sporadic  cases,  but  no  epidemic  ;  this  has  been  the  case 
for  the  last  thirteen  years
